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INTRODUCTION 

This  presentation  is  designed  to  assist  United  States 
firms  interested  in  East-West  Trade  at  a  time  when  negotiations 
and  business  contacts  with  the  Soviet  Union  and  Eastern 
European  countries  are  developing  rapidly.  The  booklet  pro- 
vides background  statistical  information  on  the  Eastern 
European  area  as  a  whole  and  by  country,  and  includes  trade, 
economic  and  population  data.   In  many  instances,  Eastern 
European  and  U.S.S.R.  trade  with  the  U.S.  is  compared  directly 
to  that  with  the  remaining  industrial  west.  Whenever  possible 
1972  figures  are  included. 

Eastern  European-U. S.  trade  data  were  compiled  from  U.S. 
Department  of  Commerce  statistics.   East  European- Industrial 
West  figures  were  extracted  from  OECD  sources.  GNP  data  and 
indexes  for  industrial  and  agricultural  production  were 
derived  from  U.S.  government  estimates  which  were  based  upon 
official  Eastern  European  and  U.S.S.R.  sources.
